G.S.R 623(,B).—The lollowing Proclamation by 
PrcbJdcut is published lor general information ;— 

Whereas, I, R. VcnkatcKiinan, President of India, 
have leccived a report from the Govcrjior of tlie 
Slate of Meghalaya and after corsiderinp the report 
and ether inforiiuition reee’.vctl by nic, i am satiEled 
th.it a iilualioii has ari>e:i in wfiich the G.i'.ejcment 
of that State cannot be carried on in i.ccoid me® 
vviiii the provisions of the Constitution of India 
. to as “ ■ ■ ”) ■ 
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Now, therefore, in excrcis-c of the powers con- 
fetTcti by article 356 of the Constitution and of all 
other powers enabling me in that behalf, 1 hereby 
prochiiiu that I— 

(a) assume to niyself as President of India all 
functions of the Government of the said 
State and all powers vested in or exercis¬ 
able by the Governor of that Stale ; 

(b) declare that the povveis of the Legislature 
of the said State shall be exercisable by 
or under the authority of Parliajncnt; and 

(c) make the following incidental and conse¬ 
quential provisions which appear to me to 
be necessary or desirable for giving elfecl 
to the objecis of this Pioclamation, 
namely i— 

(i) in the exercise of the functions and 
powers assumed to myself by virtue of 
clause fa) of this Proclamation as alore- 
said, it shall be lawful lor ine as President 
of India to act to such extent as I think 
fit through tlie Governor of the said 
State ; 

(ii) the operation of the foliu.viny piovi-ions 
of the Consfituf.on in relation to thai 
State is hereby suspended, namely •—

context otheiwise requires, as a reierence 
to ParliamenI, and in particular, refer¬ 
ences in article 213 to the Governor and 
to the Legisiatuie of the State, shall be 
construed as references to the President 
and to Pai'liamcni or the Houses thereof 
respectively ; 

Provided that nothing herein shall aficct 
the provisions of article 153, articles 
155 to 159 (both mclusivej, article 
299 and article 36l and paragraphs 
1 to 4 (both inclusive) of the Second 
Schedule or prevent the Presidcni from 
acting under sub-clause (i) of this 
dausc to such extent us he thinks tit 
through the Governor of the said 
State; 

(iv) any reference in the Constitution to Acts 
or laws of, or made by, the T.cgislature 
of the said State shall be coustiued as 
including a reference to Acts or laws 
made, in exercise of the powers of the 
Legislature of the said State, by Parlia¬ 
ment by viruie of this Proclamation, or 
by the President or other authoiity 
referred to in mb-duusc (a) of danse 
(1) of article 357 of the Constitution 
and the Meghalaya Interpretation and 
General Clauses Act, 1972 (Meghalaya 
Act 7 of 1972) as in force in the State of 
Meghalaya, and so mtjch of the General 
Clauses Act, 184/ do uf 1897), as 
applies to State laws, shall have effect in 
relation to any stT^h Act or law as if it 
were an Act of the I.cgidalnrc of the 
said State.
